I.  AnTHORm  AMD  PURPOSE 

This  Instruction  is  issued  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  references 

(a)  and  (h) .  It  assigns  responsibilities  vithin  the  DoD,  end  pre¬ 
scribes  standard  conditions  for  preparation  of  U.S.  military  in¬ 
ventory  materiel  prior  to  transfer  to  foreign  recipients . 

II.  SCOPE  ARP  APPUCABnJTY 

A.  The  prbvlslons  of  this  lutructlon  are  limited  to  U.S.  military 
Inventory  materiel  ^dilch!  is  to  be  furnished  to  foreign  recipients 
as  Military  Assistance  grant  aid  only. 

B.  The  Instruction  is  applicable  to  the  Military  Departments,  Defense 
Supply  Agency,  Unified  Commands,  and  MAAS *8. 

III.  CBJBCnVES 

The  objectives  of  this  Instruction  are  to: 

A.  Insure  that  the  serrLceahillty  and  appearance  of  U.S.  military 
Inventory  materiel  fUmiahed  to  MAP  recipients  reflects  credit 
upon  the  Dtalted  States. 

B.  Provide  a  standard  for  the  condition  of  U.S.  military  inventory 
materiel  prior  to  transfer  to  grant  aid  MAP  recipients. 

C.  Insure  that  the  standard  is  achieved  at  'ttie  least  possible  cost. 

D.  Authorize,  on  a  case-by-case  basis,  exceptions  to  the  prescribed 
standard  idien  in  the  best  luterests  of  the  UoltedStatea  Govern¬ 
ment.

A.  All  mterlel,  except  elrexmft,  Airxxlehed  to  MAP  recipients  fros 
the  U.S.  Bllltary  inventory  viU  aeet  the  sexviceablllty  standards 
prescribed  by  departaental  technical  instructions  for  the  saae 
■aterlel  famished  to  (Operational  units  of  U.S.  forces  in  over¬ 
seas  theaters,  for  aircraft  previously  in  service,  tlae  cMh^e 
Iteas  vill  be  replaced  if  the  reaalnlng  service  tlw  at 

of  acceptance  by  recipient  will  be  less  than  of  tine  between 
overhauls.  Sguipnent  will  be  complete  with  all  accessories 
needed  to  perfont  the  nisslan  for  which  it  is  intended. 

B.  Hew  or  unused  aaterlel  fhmished  to  MAP  recipients  fron  the 
U.S.  nllltary  inventory  will  be  Inspected  and  irtiere  necessary 
functionally  tested  to  assure  serviceability. 

C.  Used  BBjor  iteas  of  efulpsMit  will  be  and  painted  or 

otherwise  refurnished  as  required  to  present  a  good  unifom 
appearance  and  meet  the  objective  stated  in  Paragraphs  m.  A. 
and  C.f  above.  Uood  appearance  is  Intended  not  only  to  create 
an  1 Mediate  favorable  Isqaesslon,  but  to  be  tangible  evidence 
that  the  equlpnent  has  been  overhauled  and  is  in  condition  for 
Isaedlate  operational  use  without  further  repair  or  rehablUta- 
tlon.  Appearance  standards  should  not  require  excessive  expense 
to  create  s  false  "like  new"  appearance,  and  should  noraally 
apply  only  to  external  surfaces  and  appu:  ’;enaneeB  such  as  tires, 
canvas,  glass,  floor  sets,  etc. 

Y.  gCEPnOHS  TO  STAHnARD  COBDITICM  OF  U.S.  KrUEART  IHYiarPCBT  MATERIEL 

A.  Exceptions  to  the  foregoing  standards  My  be  recoaaKnded  by 
Coaaanders  of  Utalfled  CoaMUds  on  a  case-hy-case  basis. 

B.  In  asking  requests  for  exceptions  to  the  standards,  due  considera¬ 
tion  VIU  he  given  to  the  recipients'  technical  capabilities  as 
well  ss  to  the  political,  aiUtary,  and  econoaic  situation 
involved. 

C .  Any  recoMsndatlan  for  an  exception  to  a  condition  standard  which 
will  coat  aore  than  the  condition  standard  stated  in  Section  IV. 
above  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Cosaander  of  the  UUifled  CoMsnd 
through  the  ailltaxy  departaent  or  the  DBA  for  approval  by  the 
Director  of  Mllitaxy  Assistance,  OASD( ISA) .  To  the  extent  such 
recoosnendations  relate  to  increased  costs  for  Inproved  appearance, 
the  reconmendation  of  the  Chief  of  the  Diplomatic  Mission  will  be 
included. 
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D.  Any  recaoBendAtlon.  frcn  a  comiander  of  a  lAxLfled  CcoBBand  to 
transfer  naterlel  which  la  below  the  standards  In  Section  IV. > 
above,  will  be  approved  by  the  Bllltary  departments  or  the  DSA 
as  appropidate .  Ibe  military  departments  and  DSA  will  maintain 
a  record  of  each  transfer  of  naterlel  approved  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  paragraph. 

E.  Cost  estimate  for  naterlel  to  be  provided  under  exceptions  to 
standards  prescribed  herein  will  be  furnished  by  a  military 
department  or  the  DSA  upon  request  of  a  IMlfled  Conaander  or  the 
Director  cf  Hilltary  Assistance. 

VI.  IMPIEMEHTATICW 

Each  military  department  and  the  Defense  Supply  Agency  will  issue 
instructions  to  l]i^>lement  this  instruction  within  60  days,  and 
will  notify  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (international 

Security  Affairs)  of  action  taken,  by  submitting  two  copies  of 
each  implementing  instruction.
